tive account of the North sea battle, 
v.hicli was issued here today, gives the 
first detailed report of the fight of the 
high sea fleet and that of the British. 
Many 
details of the

ing un.satisfied for the present the Ger-

public's 
thirst 
for 
interesting

athievements of the German war ships

This account declares explicitly that 
twenty-six

Admiral Jellicoe's 
most 
powerful battleships, including six of 
the most modern Qtieeri Elizabeth class, 
and the entire British flying wing, com- 
posed of battle cruiserg equal in every 
respect, 
except 
armor 
protection, to 
dreadnoughts, were engaged in , nil but 
the early stages of the day battle. The 
fleet thus assembled surpas-sed in ton-

During Fete. 


Chief Charles Lenz, of the Fort Wayne 
pc'ice department, has now completed ar- 
rangements to employ to the best 
ad- 
vantage the means at his command 
to 
give the city thorough protection during 
the week ot the centennial fete. 
AH reg- 
ular men in the department are disposed 
of 80 as to da almost douhle duty, a score 
of extra men—most of them former mem- 
bers of the force—will work as patrolmen 
and plain clothesmen, ten men from the 
fire department will perform traffic duty 
and half a dozen or more experienced de- 
tectives from the headquarters of Chicago, 
Indianapolis, Cincinnati and other cities 
have been 
brought 
here 
to 
co-operate 
with the Fort Wayne headquarters men in 
looking out for crooks. 


With these arrangements it is believed 
the crowds can be well taken care of. 
Chief Lenz warns 
householders that 
it 
will be well for them to transfer their 
valuables from their homes to safety de- 
posit vaults or other places of security 
during the 
week. 


To relieve traffic conditions on Calhoun 
street during the week the chief has di- 
rected that all heavy hauling 
must 
be 
performed before 10 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. 
Brewery wagoM, ice wagons, mer- 
cantile . trucks and the like will be re< 
quired to observe this order. 


Parking' Automobiles. 


Chief of Police Lenz has issued elab- 
orate instructions for the care of auto- 
mobiles and the regulation of traffic in 
the streets during Centennial week. For 
the control of traffic in the vicinity of 
Reservoir park, where the big histórica] 
pageant 
will draw 
enormous crowds 
Tuesday, 
Wednesday 
and 
Thursday 
evenings, the chief has made the follow- 


ing rules respecting the parking of au- 
tomobiles: 


"Auto owners and drivers may park 
on Clinton street between Suttenfield 
and Pontia« streets, on both sides of the 
street, absolutely parallel with the curb. 


"Park on Suttenfield street, from Cal- 
houn street to Hanna street, on the 
nonrth side, only, parallel with the curb, 
absolutel}' no parking on the south aide 
of Suttenfield street. 


"Park on Creighton avenue, on the 
north side of the street parallel with 
the curb; absolutely no parking on the 
south side of Creighton avenue, between 
Calhotm and Hanna streets. 


"Park on Lafayette street, both sides 
of the street parallel with the ci<rb from 
Pontiac and Wallace streets. 


"Park on Clinton

Berlin, June 5.—-(By Wireless to the 


Associated Press from a staff corres-, 
pondcnl, via Sayvillee.)-—An authorita- 
tive account of the North sea battle, 
v.'hich was issued here today, gives the 
first detailed report of the light of the 
high sea fleet and that of the British. 
Many details of the engagement are 
suppressed for strategic reasons, leav- 
ing unsatisfied for the present the Ger- 
man 
public's

touches in regard to • the individual 
achievements of the German war ships 
and the manner in which the mighty 
British vessels were sent to tho bottom. 
The recital, 
however, 
meets clearly 


what is characterized .as the British at- 
tempt to explain defeat by the state- 
ment that the German sea forces in the 
notion were much larger than those 
which the British were able- to bring into 
play. 


This account declares explicitly that 


twenty-six of Admiral Jellicoe's 'most 
powerful battleships, including six of 
the most, modern Queen Elizabeth class, 
nnd the entire British flying wing, com- 
posed of. battle cruisers equal in every 
respect, 
except 
armor 
protection, to 


dreadnoughts, were engaged in all but 
"the early stages of the day .battle. The 
fleet thus assembled surpassed in ton- 
nage and weight of broadsides the Ger- 
man force engaged, was at least equal- 
ly modern and was far speedier than the 
squadron of German pro-dreadnoughts, 
which, lumbering along at 18 or 10 
knots, were soon left far to the rear 
hy their swifter consorts, out of the 
main action. For obvious reasons the 
recital leaves untold the tale of dam- 
ages sustained by German units and 
the losses in personnel. It says nothing

The printers, bricklayers, carpenters 


and all the rest of Ilium tenured ail 
eight-hour day through lung and re- 
peated strikes, but who of you now 
regrets your inconvenience? All moth- 
ers of liberty and human righu have 
suffered Inbor pains. 


If the railroads may judge of th0 fu- 


ture by experiences of the past, they 
perhaps feel safe in submitting the 
present seiglit-hnur question to an ar- 
bitration board. Tho railroads have nl- 
ready secured the co-opcrr.Uon of nil 
chambers of commerce and other em- 
ployers' association in their proposal ] 
that railway employes be now forced 
to submit their eight-hour proposition 
to arbitration. 


In the last western arbitration loco- 


motive hostlers, who have always been 
required to work 12 hour? every day 
in the 3'ear, asked for a ten-hour day 
and the arbitration board decided that 
they should continue to work 12 hours. 
But, in fairness to the board, it should 
be said that it was not believed ov 
anyone that hostlers could support their 
families in decency on 2f> cents an hour 
unless they did work 12 hours a day. 


After having refused to reduce a 12- 


hour day to a 10-hour day, it would be 
radical to expect another arbitration 
board to reduce these same hostlers to 
an eight-hour day. What courts are 
ever radical?

With the 
rules of the game observed in every de- 
tail, it is a 50-50 chance, with the usual 
percentage to the house!

way employes and that in picking the 
jury every effort is made to appoint 
neutrals entirely free of prejudices. In 
such an event, it is but tossing pennies 
to decide the question.

01' 
their appointment, it is a two-to-oncc 
chance that the employes will win.
